The Potato Pros doc:. 
As we ht?e predicted potatoes baya ad­ 
vanced rapidly in price, and the prospect 
is that they will be worth $4 a barrel be­ 
fore spring, unless supplies are brought in 
from Nova Scotia. A great many farm­ 
ers have not enough for their own tables 
half the winter. The season was very un­ 
favorable for this crop; the cold and wet 
weather of May injured the early plant, 
and the wet summer affected the Tines of 
the later growing 
They are rusty, some­ 
thing like the old-fashioned blight of nearly 
thirty years ago. 
The beetles were de­ 
structive, and altogether there will be ac­ 
cording to present prospects, a scarcity 
greater than we remember ever to have 
seen. 
When the vines rust the potatoes 
do not keep well, as they partake of the 
disease. This is the case Ibis year, a1* 
though not so bad as the period above re­ 
ferred to. Since then potatoes have never 
yielded as they did before. They used to 
be the great staple food for fattening hogs 
in the potato growing districts of this 
state, boiled in huge cauldron kettles and 
mixed with barley aud pea-meal. 
We 
must learn to cat more turnips and beets 
and Hubbard squashes, and take vegeta­ 
ble diet in the form ot sugar rather than 
Starch.—Xcw York Tribune.

Nothing is gained by the frauds which 
are attempted to be practiced In the popu­ 
lar way of barreling apples—nice fair ones 
at each end of the barrel and knotty, and 
small and indifferent ones in the middle. 
It hat been practiced so long, that no one 
expects anything else. 
Bul if some one 
would put up honest barrels of apples, by 
•Orting and carefully selecting, in a few 
years by branding, any fruit grower could 
establish such a reputation that his apples 
would command doable price. The pres­ 
ent way has become too thin a fraud to be 
longer practiced by any good man. 
The 
right way is to carefully sort those uniform 
in size and quality, and place in clean new 
barrels carefully by hand; begin packing 
by placing a tier of apples with their ends 
to the closed head of the barrel, then ft Ii 
ap without bruiting the lruit; shake down ^ 
thoroughly, and fill the barrel so full that I 
the uead must be pressed in with a j 
lever, flattening the last tier of apples The j 
fruit must be pressed so firmly that it will j 
not move io handling.

A mix­ 
ture of tne two is excellent tor cows that 
ore fattening, while at the same time 
the owner desires to get a good lot of 
milk.

During that winter 450 
bead were fattened, and sold in New York 
at the top of the then market They were 
put in in October, and from that time until 
April remained in the stable, receiving 
their feed, water and all necessary core. 
After the first three weeks they took 
kindly to the situation, but it was found 
that strangers mast not be admitted to 
the stables. It woull excite them and turn 
them off their feed for a time.—Prairie
